and entirely disappears.” 

And thus it fares with the hapless youth 
that falls under any vicious habit. At first 
he indulges with caution and timidity, and 
struggles against the stream of vicious in- 
clinations—but every relapse carries him 
further down the current, (the violence of 
which increases) and brings him nearer to 
the futal rock in the midst of the whirlpool, 
till, at length, stupified and subdued, he 
yields without a struggle, and makes a ship- 
wieck of conscience, of interest, of reputa- 
tion, and of every thing that is dear and 
valuable.

Is said to have been tle first person who 
suffered martyrdom for Ciristianity in Bri- 
tain; he is, therefore, usually styled the 
protomartyr of that island. He was bern 
at Verulam, and flourished towsrds the end 
of the third century. The story of his 
martyrdom, according to Pedr. inus fol- 
lowsi—Having declawed himself fo be a 
Christian before the Roman Governor of 
Britain, he was o'dered to be beheaded. 
In his way toexccution he wus stopped by 
a river, over whieh wos abridve so throng- 
ed with spectators that it was imporsible to 
cross it; when the saint, as we are told, 
lifting up his eyes to heaven, the strcam 
was mirsculously divided, and afforded a 
passage for himse f and a thowsand more 
persons. This ~snieiiioen: converted 
the executioner upon Tt wt, who threw 
away his drawn sword,-and falling at St. 
Alban’s feet, desired he might have the 
honour to die with him: And thus the ex- 
ecution being delayed, till anott er person 
could be* got to perform the office, St. 
Alban walked tag neighbouring bill, where 
he prayed for water to qnench his thirst, 
and a fountain thereof aprung up under his 
feet: here he was beheaded on the 21st of 
June. The executioner is said to have 
been a signal example of divine vengeance, 
for as soon as he gave the fatal steoke, his 
eyes dropned out of his head. The town 
of St. Albans, in Hertfordshire, takes its 
name from the protomartyr. 


ANTHONY MAGLIABECHTI, 

Librarian to the Grand Duke of Tusca- 
ny, was born at Florence in 1633; he was 
possessed of an astonis! ing memory, of 
which the following wlmest incredible sto- 
ryistold. “ A gentleman to make trial 
of the force of his memory, lent bim a ma- 
nuscript he was going to print; some time 
after it was returned, the gentieman came 
to him with a melanc! oly face, and pretend- 
ed it was lost. Magliabecttil cing request- 
ed to tel! what he remembered of it, wrote 
the whole withcut missing a word or va- 
rying the spelling. 


Oldhelm, or Adelm, an English divine, 
and Bishop of Shireburn, in the time of the 
Saxon Heptarchy, is said to have been the 
fi'st Englishmon who wrote tp Latin, and the 
first who introdu:ed poetry i i

It is well known that Werner Mifflin 
was a member of the society usually called 
Quakers, and: that he died in 1798, within 
the state of Delaware, after a life distin- 
guished by candor, uffubility and know. 
ledge ; a ornament to the aye, and a bless- 
ing to his countfy. In an English publi- 
cation is the following interesting anecdote 
respecting him: 

For a long time some of these. people 
called Quakers have proposed to emanci- 
pate their Negroes. One of them, in par- 
ticular, has actually given liberty to ail his, 
and bequeathed to them, by his will, a de- 
cent subsistence. Warner Mifflin was not 
long in following an example so agreeable 
to his sentiments, He had received from 
his father 27 negroes, beth old and young. 
On the daye@ xed for their emancipation, he 
called them into bis parlour, one after the 
other, and addressed one of tem in the 
following words :— 

“ Well, fricnd James, how old art thou!” 
I am twenty-nine, master. “ Like our 
white brethren thou ought to have been free 
at twenty-one. Religion and hum nity ene 
join me to give thee thy liberty, and justice 
commands me to pay thee wages for eight 
years and an half, which at 11/. 54, pes 
Launu, comprehending thy food wind «toil. 
ing, make the sum of 95/, 124. 6¢. whici 
lowe thee. But as thou art young and 
vigorous, and ought to lubour for t: y sub- 
sistence, I intend to give thee a note for that 
sum, bearing the usual interest of five per 
cent. Behold, then, the commencement 
of thy fortune; thou hast no longer any 
master but God andthe law. Go into the 
other room to my wife Phasbe, thy old mis- 
tress, and my nephew Robert; thou wilt 
find them busy writing thy manumission. 
May God bless thee James; be prudent 
land industrious; in every misfortune anc 
| distress thou wilt find a sure friend in thy 
ancient master, Warpe M_ filin”

Capt. Lavender of the ship Huntress, ar- 
rived at New-York, brings accounts of the 
murder of a Chinese woman, at Whampoa, 
by 2 sailor (an Italian) belonging to the ship 
Emily, of Baltimore, and of the stoppage of 
trade in consequence, till the sailor was 
given up and executed.
